Starting a family, apart 


Ayala, the former ASI vice president 


at Cal State Fullerton, is graduating this 
month with a degree.in communicative 
disorders with minors in human and 


child development and an emphasis ine 


special education. 

Haberstroh, who is an ancient history 
graduate student, will leave for the sum- 
mer to attend a graduate class in Europe 


and then return to Long Beach in the fall _ 


for his second term as ASI president. 

Ayala, on the other hand, has. been 
accepted to the two-year Teach for 
America program, a social justice pro- 
gram that allows participants to earn 
their master’s degrees. while teaching 
low-income or low performing schools 
for two years. She will leave for Las Ve- 
gas two days after graduation and take a 
six-week maternity leave from the pro- 
gram after she delivers the baby. 

“When it comes to something like 
this, I think the best option for me, John 
[Haberstroh] and the baby is to do this 
both fiscally and education-wise. This 
is the best way,” Ayala said. 

Haberstoh said he will fly to Las Ve- 
gas every two weeks to be with Ayala 
and the baby. 

“It definitely isn’t a traditional up- 
bringing, but I’m going to do the best 
I can and make do with what I have,” 
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Haberstroh said. : 

Ayala will have help taking care of 
the baby from family and friends. Her 
cousin from Nebraska will move to Las 
Vegas to be the child’s nanny while 
Ayala is teaching eighth grade special 
education. Ayala ultimately wants to be 
a speech therapist in special education. 


Breaking the news 

Haberstroh found out he was going to 
be a dad on the morning of the Surf City 
Marathon on Feb. 3. It started out like 
any other day: Haberstroh and Ayala 
woke up next to one another. Haber- 
stroh prepared for the race while she 
went to the bathroom to take a fourth 
pregnancy test before they headed out 
the door. She wanted to make sure she 
really wasn’t pregnant, even though her 
period was a few weeks late. 

It was the first positive pregnancy 
test. They were having a baby. 

“No graduating senior knows what 
they want to do after graduation, espe- 
cially with a baby involved, but Thad to 
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take the time to figure it out,” Ayala said. 

As she pulled her car into the racers’ 
entrance to drop Haberstroh off, she 
just couldn’t hold it in any longer. “Oh! 
And I’m pregnant,” she said. 

Haberstroh, who had no idea she had 
taken another pregnancy test that morn- 
ing, looked at her with wide eyes and 
said he was shocked. 

“J was like, ‘Why would you tell me 
this right now? I’m about to kill myself 
for three hours,”” he said. 

Haberstroh said that the emotions 
didn’t really hit him until after the race, 
when Ayala was waiting at the finish 
line to give him a big hug. 

“Tt was a lot to take in at first, so I 
think I was mostly overwhelmed with 
kind of being unsure of what was go- 
ing to happen and how I was going to be 
able to provide while getting my educa- 
tion at the same time,” Haberstroh said.

“I saw him, and I remember I turned 
to my chief governmental officer, and 
I said, ‘Hey, he’s really cute. Do you 
know who he is?’” she said. 

Neither knew who Haberstroh was, 
so Ayala started talking to him. She 
said he was really nervous and awk- 
ward at first. 

Haberstroh said for Ayala, it was love 
at first sight. She was the pursuant. 

“1’m actually really glad she was 
because I’m not very aggressive and 
probably wouldn’t have asked her out,” 
Haberstroh said.

The balancing act 

Haberstroh said the hardest part of 
the situation is finding balance. The 
decision to run again for ASI president 
while finishing graduate school, not to 
mention discovering he. would become 
a father, wasn’t easy.

that point,” Haberstroh said. “I thought 
about it and eventually came to the 
conclusion that I don’t shy away from 
challenges very often, and | don’t think 
this would be the occasion for me to shy 
away.”

When Ayala finishes her program in

a doctorate program, and their family 
will hopefully be together again. 

“After two years, we'll be reunited, 
so to speak,” Haberstroh said. “Two 
years may sound like a long time, but 
we all know that time flies by, and it 
does not slow down for anybody.” 

Ayala said her decision on where to 
live after Las Vegas will be based on 
the ability to provide for the baby. She 
said that she and Haberstroh love each 
other, but marriage isn’t on the table for 
discussion right now. 

“At the end of the two years, John 
[Haberstroh] should be in a Ph.D. program, 
and if he has a job lined up, I will follow 
him wherever he is, but if he doesn’t, I 
will go wherever the job is,” Ayala said.

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Provost’s fee proposal stirs controversy amongst ASI senators

Provost Donald Para received harsh 
criticism from some Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. senators at Wednesday’s 
ASI Senate meeting when he presented 
a recommendation to Cal State Long 
Beach President F. King Alexander for 
a fee increase. 

The proposed fee increase would be 


used specifically to improve technology 
on campus and create additional rev- 
enue for the Student Excellence Fund 
that Alexander established two years 
ago, according to Para. 

The proposed increase is $79 per 
student per semester, and if approved, 
it would take effect in spring 2014. Stu- 
dents who take summer courses would 
also be required to pay a $29 fee. 

Para expressed the challenges in 
keeping up with technology throughout 
the past years due to budget cuts. 

“We’re very proud of being efficient, 
but we’re at a point where we’ve cut so 
much money that we’re really in danger 
if we don’t do something about this,” 
Para said. 

The Student Excellence Fund cur- 
rently generates $6.6 million a year 
and is used for things directly related to 
student success. The proposed increase 


would generate an additional $5.5 mil- 
lion in annual revenue, according to 
Para. 

The funds would be used to improve 
the information technology infrastruc- 
ture across campus, computers in the li- 
brary, Horn Center and labs on campus, 
as well as offer more advanced technol- 
ogy in colleges that are lacking. 

“When it comes to technology, it’s 
easy to become comfortable with what 
you have when you get 88,000 applica- 
tions a year and everybody wanting to 
come to school here,” Alexander said. 
“We haven’t had to be as aggressive in 
this area as we should.” 

Associate Vice President of Academ- 
ic Technology Services Roman Kochan 
said his daughter, a design major, is 
graduating this spring and has been us- 
ing outdated design software and work- 
ing in textile labs from the 1960s. 


“! did a walk-through of the fa- 
cilities, and it’s kind of embarrassing, 
and it really needs to be brought up to 
speed,” Kochan said. “Nobody likes 
to see a [fee] increase of any kind, but 
we’re dead in the water if we don’t do 
something about it.” ~ 

College of Health and Human Ser- 
vices Senator David Rose said his big- 
gest concern is infrastructure. 

“Tt seems like you’re spending more 
on the new ‘gizmatron’ than infrastruc- 
ture, and the reason | bring this up is 
Wi-Fi is terrible, Beachboard is terrible 
and so is MyCSULB — that’s just gar- 
bage,” Rose said. “I’m not necessarily 
sold that the bulk of money is going to 
go towards infrastructure.” 

Para said the fee would be used to 
directly enhance and improve students’ 
learning experience and accessibility of 
technology at CSULB. 


Senators Agatha Gucyski, Rose and 
Deshe Gully brought forward the idea 
of creating a student committee on 
technology that would be able to offer 
insight on what the students need in 
terms of technology and how the poten- 
tial funding should be distributed. 

Alexander said although the distri- 
bution depends on the designated need 
of the deans in each individual college, 
he liked the idea of students offering 
feedback on the current state of tech- 
nology and recommending areas that 
can be expanded. 

The fee proposal passed the student 
fee advisory committee by a vote of 9-2 
on Friday, according to Alexander. The 
student fee advisory committee is com- 
prised of seven students and six admin- 
istrators who review new fee proposals 
before Alexander approves or disap- 
proves of the fee.

“Boobs up! Booty back!” 

This is what Cal State Long Beach 
alumna Sheila Starr says to her group 
of burlesque students as she slowly and 
seductively pulls a boa through her 
fishnet-covered legs. 

Starr opened her dance studio, Velvet 
Circus, in Long Beach in March, where 
she offers dance classes ranging from 
burlesque to Polynesian dance. “Sheila 
Starr” is her stage name, but she said 
she prefers to use it in lieu of her real 
name because of personal safety. 
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Starr graduated from CSULB in 2010 
with a degree in journalism. She had ap- 
plied and auditioned for the dance pro- 
gram, but after the audition, she thought 
to herself, “Oh, I’m not that kind of 
dancer.” She then decided to pursue 
writing and jumped over to the journal- 
ism program. 

Although ballet and modern dancing 
were not her forte, dance has always 
been a passion and a part of her life. 
After graduating, Starr freelanced as a 
writer with several publications but got 
to a point when she was frustrated with 
freelancing, and that’s when she found 
burlesque. 

“Burlesque is not skinny girls danc- 
ing around in their underwear,”. Starr 
said. “Burlesque is not the Pussycat 
Dolls; burlesque is not that movie with 
Christina Aguilera.” 

The word “burlesque” derives from 
the Italian burlesco, which itself derives 
from the Italian burla —a joke, ridicule 


or mockery. Starr defines burlesque as 
“a parody, an over-exaggeration or over- 
sensualization of a concept.” 

Starr said the neo-burlesque, or New 
Burlesque, movement asks dancers to 
tell a story, whereas the old burlesque 
tended to be more themed. 

“You can be a burlesque performer 
who is very classic because you kind of 
dance through things, but it’s all about 
the slow burn, tease and appeal,” Starr 
said. 

A resurgence in the art form means 
there are not only more performers but 
also more spectators. When asked what 
is most appealing to audiences when it 
comes to burlesque, Starr responds with 
one word: boobs.

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Search for new CSULB president 
will be held behind closed doors 


A search committee 
organized by the 
CSU will soon 
begin looking for 
candidates.

With President F. King Alexander 
moving on to Louisiana State Univer- 
sity in June, Cal State Long Beach will 
soon need a new president, meaning a 
search committee will begin sifting 
through applications and conducting 
interviews with candidates from across 
the country. 

However, because of a 2011 policy 
shift, most campus members won’t be 
involved in the process, and the deci- 
sion on CSULB’s next leader will take 
place behind closed doors. 

In September 2011, the Board voted 
to limit the presidential search pro- 
cess to administrative members of the 
CSU and campus representatives of the 
university in need of a president. CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said “key priva- 
cy concerns,” which some feared were 
keeping qualified candidates away, led 
to the change. 

“Every search process we have is 
closed,” he said. “Lack of privacy has 


real-world impacts.” 

A candidate who already holds a 
leadership position and applies for an- 
other job can face loss of support and 
damage personal and professional re- 
lationships, Fallis said. He said that 
possibility discourages qualified candi- 
dates from applying and that the CSU’s 
current policy works to counter that. 

“Tf the individual thinks that the or- 
ganization won’t protect their privacy, 
that person may not apply, and that per- 
son may be the best for the job,” Fallis 
said. “You may lose your best qualified 
candidate because they are afraid you 
won’t protect their privacy.” 

The current policy requires Chair 
of the Board Bob Linscheid to appoint 
four trustees to join himself and Chan- 
cellor Timothy P. White on the Trust- 
ees Committee for the Selection of the 
President (TCSP), who then search for 
and hire a qualified candidate. 

To allow campus members’ involve- 
ment in the process, the TCSP works 
with the Advisory Committee to the 
Trustees Committee for the Selection 
of the President (ACTCSP), a group 
comprised of faculty members, staff, a 
student, campus officials and the presi- 
dent of another university. 

The ACTCSP participates in candi- 
date interviews and consults with the 
TCSP. The ACTSP is also allowed to 
suggest candidates. 

But many, like Jack Bedell, chair of 
Cal State Fullerton’s Academic Senate, 
don’t agree. 


“I have done two of these and never 
want to do another, especially under the 
rules in effect when we did our search,” 
he said. “Hopefully, the new chancellor 
will open up the process, so it not only 
looks transparent but actually is.” 

Bedell said that the policy prior to 
2011’s shift was more open and that 
the rules recently put into effect make 
searches long and unnecessarily pri- 
vate. 

“{The old policy] was more transpar- 
ent, and the candidates got to know the 
campus a bit, and likewise the campus 
got to know the candidates,” he said. 
“There were really no surprises.” 

Bedell said that it is impossible to 
know whether the privacy actually en- 
couraged more candidates to apply but 
that some did request that their identi- 
ties not be disclosed. 

“We did have candidates who wanted 
complete secrecy, so one can guess if 
they would not have applied had it not 
been guaranteed,” he said. 

Though the general public is not al- 
lowed to know the identities of appli- 
cants, Fallis said that the current policy 
allows for representation from impor- 
tant campus groups and allows them to 
voice the qualities they want in a new 
president. 

“For presidents, we understand there 
has to be representation from the criti- 
cal groups on campus,” he said. “When 
we’re searching for a faculty member, 
we don’t have faculty members in on 
that process. But for a president, we do.”

CSULB rolls out new paths 
for student transportation 


Two new bike paths 
will be added over 
the summer.

Cal State Long Beach students and 
faculty returning from summer break 
will have two new ways to get to their 
classes in the fall semester. 

As part of CSULB’s effort to pro- 
mote alternative transportation, two 
new bike lanes are being installed on 
campus during the summer, one on 
Campus Drive and another on Beach 
Drive. 

The new lanes are the latest com- 
ponents of a bicycle master plan being 
developed by Physical Planning and 
Facilities Management. 

“We have no bike lanes, and we’re 
trying to promote alternative forms 
of transportation,” David Salazar, 
associate vice president of physi- 


cal planning and facilities manage- 
ment, said. “That’s the infrastruc- 
ture we’re lacking. We desperately 
need it.” 

Salazar said that over the next few 
years, multiple bike lanes will be con- 
structed to help encourage bike use. 
He said the new lanes are also meant 
to improve pedestrian access. The 
most recent bike path runs from the 
College of Business Administration, 
behind the Horn Center and towards 
the Kinesiology building. 

“It’s almost like we’re starting 
from scratch,” he said. 

Future projects include turning 
the service road that parallels Bouton 
Creek, the waterway that cuts from 
Parkside College to the CBA, into a 
bike path that will connect to Bell- 
flower Boulevard. 

Salazar said the Bouton Creek path 
will be funded by grants, and portions 
of the bike lanes not on CSULB’s 
campus will be funded by the city. 
Current estimates put the path’s cost 
at around $600,000. It is expected 
to be completed within the next two 
years.

Assistant Diversions Editor 


n the Fine Arts buildings, 

aspiring Rembrandts and 

Picassos draw and paint what 

some may call the most pure 

expression of existence: the 
naked human form. 

Siobhan McClure, lecturer of draw- 
ing and painting at Cal State Long 
Beach, is one professor who teaches 
life drawing, a class in which art 
students of all levels learn to depict the 
imperfections of human beings in their 
most honest state. 

“Life modeling is all about manipu- 
lating and changing the body that we’re 
stuck in so that we can better enter the 
world,” McClure said. 

McClure said good models do not 
have to be physically attractive, but they 
must be comfortable in their own skin. 

“The barrier breaks down quickly,” 
McClure said. “Students get used to it.” 

Valeria Benavides, a professional 
life model who is often booked for 
McClure’s class, has modeled as 
her sole profession since her friend 
asked her to pose for a drawing 


group. 


regular living.” 


“T like being involved with the 
artist community,” Benavides said. “I 
consider myself an artist, too.” 
Benavides said she enjoys seeing the 
way students depict her. 
“T love the freedom,” Benavides, 
who models 30 hours a week, said. 
“T take it seriously . 


In a Thursday morning advanced 
life drawing class, Benavides flowed 


through poses resonant of yoga, her 
muscles flexing, face calm, eyes glassy. 
Her mind was elsewhere, far from the 
dimly lit room. 

“T’ll meditate, focus on an image, or 
I'll plan my work in my head,” she said. 

Strength is important, she said, be- 
cause bodily tension can result in days 
of pain. She said a long pose can last 
anywhere from one to six hours, with 
periodic breaks. 

As Benavides stays perfectly still,

the artists scribble furiously. While the 
students draw, McClure moves light 
fixtures around so the students are able 
to capture the shadows she casts and 
the way the light plays on the curvature 
of Benavides’ form. 

Benavides said that challenges can 
be both physical and psychological. 

As a model for art classes at mul- 
tiple schools, she has worked with 
many professors, some of whom are 
disrespectful, placing her in challeng-

ing poses, without pillows to cushion 
from the hard platform. 

McClure, however, always brings 
pillows and lays out clean sheets for 
her models if needed, marked with 
tape so that the model can take breaks 
without losing the careful poses. 

“A lot of times, I don’t get that,” 
Benavides said. 

McClure said that she prioritizes 
courtesy towards her models. 

“[The models] really are an unap- 
preciated community,” McClure said. 
“Tf your respect them, they will do a 
better job for you.” 

According to McClure, much of the 
skill comes from the model’s ability to 
hold poses strong and still. If a model 
moves even an eighth of an inch, the 
drawing changes completely. 

“Tt’s a better way for students to 
understand motion,” Ashley Berg, a 
sophomore drawing major, said. 

Each of the countless lines that 
make up the penciled version of the 
model contain energy, senior anima- 
tion major Monica Martinez said 
while whisking her hand in the air to 
illustrate the kinetic parabola that is 
the human spine. 

McClure said that life drawing will 
always be an important course, as it 
perfects artists’ eye for detail. 

Natali Pineda Guerra, a senior ~ 
studio art major with an emphasis on 
metals, said that the class is necessary 
for any art major. 

“Tt’s not that they’re naked. 
They’re nude,” Pineda Guerra said. 
“There is nothing gross about it; it’s 
beautiful.”

Ex-ASI presidential candidate 


Soriano looks to stay in ASI 


Jorge Soriano is 
vying for the chief of 
staff position again.

After four years in student gov- 
ernment and a failed bid to become 
Associated Students Inc. president, 
ASI Chief of Staff Jorge Soriano 
isn’t ready to give up his position 
just yet. 

Having volunteered at College 
Beat Productions for a year, served 
two terms-as senator for College of 
the Arts and one term as ASI chief of 
staff, Soriano has applied to serve as 
chief of staff for another year. 

In September 2010, Soriano was 

elected senator for College of the 
Arts, a previously vacant position, 
according to Soriano. After serving 
for two terms as a senator, he applied 
and was chosen to be ASI chief of 
staff in ASI President John Haber- 
stroh’s administration. 
_ “T actually had applied for ASI 
chief of staff in spring of 2011,” So- 
riano said. “I didn’t get the position 
[originally] ... I didn’t let that deter 
me.” 

By the time he applied for ASI 
chief of staff the second time, So- 
riano said his experience of working 
with ASI helped set him apart. 

“Initially, what drove me to ap- 
ply for the position was seeing what 
real potential there was in the [ASI] 
president’s cabinet,’ Soriano said. 
“J wanted to see more of a direction 
coming from the rest of ASI to the 
cabinet.” 3 

While working as chief of staff, 
Soriano ran for ASI president and 
ultimately lost to incumbent Haber- 


stroh. z 

“(The campaign] was actually 
very cordial and professional,” Soria- 
no said. “There were some awkward 
moments, [though].” 

Soriano said his working relation- 
ship with Haberstroh did not change 
following the campaign. 

“I think if you look back [at] the 
debates, it’s kind of like a mom and 
dad arguing,” Soriano said. “Things 
are said, but you go right back to nor- 
mal afterwards.” - 

According to Soriano, it was im- 
portant to not let the 2013 ASI elec- 
tions drive a wedge between ASI 
members. 

“The work that [Haberstroh, Bolin 
and I] do [in ASI] is so pivotal,” So- 
riano said. “If we had allowed what 
happened during the elections to up- 
set the way we work, it really would 
have upset the rest of ASI.” 

Soriano said he hopes to be rese- 
lected as ASI chief of staff next year. 

“Tf [Haberstroh] wants to move in 
a new direction, then he’ll appoint ' 
someone different,’ Soriano said. 
“Tt’s entirely at his discretion.” 

Soriano said his best moments 
as chief of staff have been when his 
peers have succeeded. ~ 

“The best moments were always 
when my cabinet members were suc- 
cessful in their endeavors,” Soriano 
said. “A lot of major successes are 
coming out of the ASI cabinet.” 

Soriano said a major challenge has 
been trying to convince some faculty 
and staff on campus to accept new 
changes from student government. 

“T think a good quality for chief 
of staff is to be able to see a general ' 
direction and empower the people 
they’re working with,” Soriano said. 
“Tt’s almost like being a parent. You 
want to support them ... but not force 
something on them.”

What 
are you going to choose, 
eat or not? 

Being a school social worker for the past 
academic year, the importance of mental health in 
schools became more concrete for me. I wit- 
nessed the damage of the cracks our system has 
left behind, and it has done nothing to clean up 
the mess. Families and children are left to suffer. 
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the consequences and basically are tested to see 
how much of it they can bear before they break 
down. It is disheartening and doesn’t make any 
sense at all, especially since there is a bill known 
as the Mental Health in Schools Act of 2013 that 
would basically distribute funds to schools to help 
: provide mental health 
services and support our 
country’s children and 
youth so that they may 
become productive, healthy citizens. Doesn’t that 
sound absolutely beautiful? That means that-ev- 
eryone in the K-12 system would receive mental 
health services, which will eventually lessen the 
degree of mental health illnesses and produce 
happier people. As we know, people living in the

here. 

And of course, the Mental Health in Schools 
Act is only supported by a particular party and 
not by the other, and unfortunately the bill is 
unlikely to pass.

With these stunning statis- 
tics, it’s clear that our wasteful

change. 

Instead of being so con- 
cerned about making the “green” issue political, 
we should enact real, unbiased change. 

By wasting less food and gas, overall U.S. 
consumption of those goods would go down, thus 
lowering the demand. With lower demand, the 
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generations 


need to drill for oil or produce large amounts of 
food will shrink, thus lowering the CO2 that is 
pumped into the atmosphere daily. 

In comparison, the level of CO2 in the atmo- 


sphere was 315 parts per million in the late 1950s, 


according to the New York Times. In only 50 

years, CO2 levels have risen nearly 27 percent.

Students should give teacher and class evaluations more thought 


Near the end of the semester, evaluation forms 
are given to students in order for them to properly 
assess their professors and the classes they have 
almost completed. 

If you’re a Cal State Long Beach student who 
has taken a whole semester, you have probably 
seen the whole evaluation shtick before: teacher 
leaves the room, a student passes out evaluation 
sheets, and then the class rushes to get the evalua- 
tion papers turned in. 

If you’re lucky, the student who has volun- 
teered to collect the evaluations may even read 
the directions they are supposed to instead of 
skipping them and assuming every student in 
class knows what is expected of them. 

Sadly, it seems that class evaluations have 
manifested into a chore and minor inconvenience 
for some students. 

You may think, “Wait a minute, isn’t genuine 
student feedback crucial in the positive reshaping 
of future classes? Why the rush?” 

The answer is yes, and the reason is likely due 


to current students’ lack of interest in the students 
who follow them. 

Some students may give inaccurate evalua- 
tions in favor of beating the “hallway rush,” not 
an honorable tradeoff. 

There are also those students who give poor 
scores and negative comments because the pro- 
fessor had been strict all semester long. 

Whatever the unfortunate case may be, 
students should never be discouraged in giving 
honest and beneficial feedback. 

Criticism is always highly wel- 
comed, as long as it’s helpful. 

Students have the power to 
steer the cavalcade of weak classes in the right 
direction. 

As for the highly effective classes, why fix 
what isn’t broken? 

Professor Paul Scotton, a classics professor at 
CSULB, stresses to his students how important 
the evaluations are to not only the faculty and 
staff but also to future students who have yet to 
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take the course. 

Professors take the evaluations very seriously 
and respond to the evaluations by utilizing the 
feedback and adjusting their approaches in teach- 
ing the courses accordingly. 

Scotton humorously states, “You can have a 
student who marks all negative scores com- 
pletely down the sheet, and on the back of the 
paper, writes, ‘This is the best class I’ve ever 
taken.’ 

“Papers like these are thrown 
away. It is important to pay 
attention to what you’re doing 
when filling out the evaluation 
sheet.” 

So if these evaluations do not affect you and 
your current classmates, why give useful con- 
structive criticism when filling out the evaluation 
sheets? 

Think of it as paying it forward. You may 
not be affected by your evaluation, but future 
students will benefit from taking a more refined 


class. 

It may bring good karma. If you don’t believe 
in karma, well, a little helpful advice never hurt 
anyone. 

That is not to say there aren’t students who 
give true and genuine evaluations because there 
are quite a few. 

The problem is that all students should at 
least evaluate the course and their professors 
thoroughly, as it only takes a few minutes of 
their time. 

So the next time you put that pen to the evalu- 
ation paper, think emphatically about what the 
class did or did not do so well. 

Write a short sentence, write a paragraph, 
write anything, as long as it helps. 

Remember, the success of other CSULB stu- 
dents may ride on those evaluation forms. They 
are counting on you!

‘The Great Gatsby’ is more mediocre than great 


The film buries the novel’s 
meaning under its grandiose 
special effects.

It had everything going for it. 

With a great team of actors, an insightful di- 
rector and a powerful script, “The Great Gatsby” 
could have been a masterpiece. 

Like so many disappointing films before it, 
“The Great Gatsby” did not have enough sub- 
stance to make it memorable or unique. Instead of 
enlightening, like the novel, the film felt boring, 
shallow and undeserving of the 3D effects. 

When the film starts, the audience is intro- 
duced to Nick Carraway (Tobey Maguire) who 
is relaying stories of Jay Gatsby (Leonardo 
DiCaprio) to a doctor in an asylum. 

The recurring asylum setting felt extremely 
cliché and ridiculous, considering the scene never 
existed in the novel. 

During Carraway’s flashbacks, the audience is 
introduced to the mysterious Gatsby and his star- 
crossed lover, Daisy, played by Carey Mulligan. 

Instead of making the story fresh and relatable, 
director Baz Luhrmann’s re-envisioning of “The 


Great Gatsby” feels extremely detached. 

Over-the-top 3D effects cannot mask the film’s 
lack of heart, which is surprising since F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s novel had many relatable themes in 
1925. 

As the story progresses, the audience is intro- 
duced to Daisy’s racist and vindictive husband, 
Tom (Joel Edgerton). One of the few redeeming 
qualities of the film is Edgerton’s performance, 
which was both fiery and passionate. 

As many readers know, one of the many 
themes of “The Great Gatsby” is the degradation 
of the American dream. 

Instead of adapting the theme to today’s 
audience, Luhrmann completely glosses over it 
and instead focuses on ridiculously stupid 3D 
effects. 

Though the film can easily be determined a 
“failure,” there were some redeeming moments. 

When reading the novel, two main symbols are 
constantly repeated throughout: the green light at 
the end of Daisy’s dock and the billboard “eyes” of 
Dr. TJ Eckleberg. 

One thing the film does beautifully is illustrate 
and discuss the meaning of these two symbols. 
Rather than ignore them, Luhrmann featured 
them heavily, which was a wise move. 

The tale of a good story turned sour, “The 
Great Gatsby” desperately wanted to be good. 
Instead of building a firm foundation, Luhrmann 
focused solely on superfluous fluff that left audi- 
ences dazed and confused. 

After numerous failed attempts, it’s time for 
Hollywood to stop trying to reinvent Fitzgerald’s 
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Leonardo DiCaprio stars as the titular mysterious millionaire Jay Gatsby.

Casting someone to accurately play Jay Gatsby 
is impossible, since the character exists only in 
the pages of an old text. 

Putting a fresh face, like DiCaprio, onto 
Gatsby makes the character feel shallow.

The band has a new album 
coming out June 4.

A pink hue lit up the small, dark stage in the Car- 
penter Center’s Cabaret Room as Pokey LaFarge, 
dressed in a navy blue, authentic 1940s-era suit with 
his hair slicked back, took the stage, his backing band 
following from behind. 

Once the music started at 7 p.m., Pokey LaFarge 
and the South City Three, an Americana folk band 
from St. Louis, transformed the venue into a 1940s 
New Orleans jazz club on a hot summer night. 

The band formed in 2009 and have since traveled 
the world playing blues and Midwestern-inspired mu- 
sic. They consist of guitarist and vocalist LaFarge, 
guitarist Adam Hoskins, harmonica and washboard 
player Ryan Koenig and stand-up bass player Joey 
Glynn. 

The band performed on Wednesday and Thursday 
as part of the Cabaret Series at the Carpenter Center, 
a subscriber-driven chain of performances throughout 
the semester that features mostly jazz and Broadway 
acts. The Cabaret room sits tucked behind the main 
lobby of the Carpenter Center and sits about 250 
people at 50 dining tables that are packed around the 
small stage. 

Pokey LaFarge and the South City Three charmed 
the audience of core subscribers in the Cabaret Se- 
ries, which consists of a mostly elderly audience that 
sits in a semi-circle around the stage. Even though the 
subscribers took up most of the seats in the intimate 
venue, LaFarge fans, like Long Beach resident Joi 
Skinner and her fiancé Derek Tupper, came out to en- 
joy the two-hour performance. 

“T like that they are bringing the Americana folk 
music back. They are bringing more of the swing and 
the jazz band sound. back with this really full band

where you had multiple characters, multiple sounds,” 
said Skinner, who met LaFarge while working at a 
country-western bar in Colorado three years ago. “It 
wasn’t just this amplified noise.” 

While LaFarge strummed his acoustic 1946 Epi- 
phone Spartan, Koenig drew out long breaths on his 
harmonica while Glynn slapped the living soul out 
of his bass. Muller’s cornet and Feoranzo’s clarinet 
added a big-band drawl to the swinging and bluesy 
tracks. 

Between songs, the band would interact with the 
audience, sharing stories about baseball, guitars or 
whiskey. 

“T just really enjoy their stage presence,” Skinner 
said. “They live what they are. This is not just their 
costume. They are just really, really nice people.” 

During the performance, the band, who all dressed 
in “30s and ‘40s clothing, pulled out crowd favorites, 
like “La La Blues” and “Hard Times Come and Go,” 
from their 2010 album “Riverboat Soul.” The songs 
cued handclaps and foot stomps from the audience, 
as well as singing from those familiar with LaFarge. 
Impromptu swing dancing between the tables started 
once the crowd warmed up to the St. Louis charm. 

LaFarge said he was turned on to folk music by lis- 
tening to old blues records, which is, he said, the heart 
of American music. 

“Tt was just the raw soul, the nasty soul in that mu- 
sic,” he said. “People crying when they are singing, 
the slightly out-of-tune instruments. The acoustic mu- 
sic, the tone of music is just so rich.” 

LaFarge also pulled out some new tracks from his 
latest self-titled album, which will be released on June 
4 through Jack White’s Third Man Records. The LP 
will be LaFarge’s second release with Third Man, the 
first being the 45 “Chitlin’ Cookin’ Time in Chetham 
County,” which was produced by White. 

“They have great credibility, they are always fair to 
their artists and great demand with people that have 
good taste,” LaFarge said about White’s record label. 
“The fans are the most open-minded fans.” 

Even with new technology and multitudes of genres 
that kids can choose from, LaFarge said that reaching 
back to the roots of music has become more common 
with the current generation.

“T think that culturally ... music has somewhat hit 
a wall,” he said. “Music used to develop at a certain 
region at a certain time. It doesn’t happen like that 
anymore. So since music has hit a wall, people are 
looking back and realizing that actual quality was 
so much better in lots of ways in lots of things a long 
time ago. Well, not so long ago — 60 years, that ain’t 
that long.” 

Pokey LaFarge and the South City Three will 
continue their West Coast tour through May before 
heading out to the Midwest and the East Coast later 
this year. They will return to Los Angeles in Oc- 
tober.

Now that the Dirtbags are math- 
ematically eliminated in the Big West 
title race (they trail Cal State Fullerton 
by six games with six left to play and 
don’t hold the tiebreaker), there isn’t 
much to play for in terms of earning 
a spot in the postseason. But based on 
Carle’s performance Friday night, it’s 
safe to say that Buckley’s message is 
getting through. 

“[My goal] is the same, to give us a 
chance to win and make it as far into 
the game as I can,” Carle said. “Eight 
to nine [innings] is the goal.” 

Carle struck out seven in the win, 
which improved him to 3-8 on the sea- 
son. As is typical on Friday nights, the 
starting pitching statistics are good but 
the record is not. Carle said that com- 
ing in and being the Friday starter was 
a challenge he was glad to accept. 

“Obviously it was a challenge,” he 
said, “but I wouldn’t have it any other 
way.” 

Handed the task of following Carle’s 
complete game was Jake Stassi, who 
didn’t have the same success on Sat- 
urday.

The Dirtbags ended the series with 
a 3-2 win in a Mother’s Day rubber 
match. Starting pitcher David Hill led 
an effective day of pitching for The 
Beach, giving up one earned run in 
six innings pitched. He earned the win 
thanks to a sacrifice fly by Juan Avila 
in the sixth, which scored Jeff McNeil 
for the second time in the game. 

Buckley said the finale was compa- 
rable to “a getaway day in spring train- 
ing,” in that the players played well 
enough to win, but nothing incredible 
happened. 

“There wasn’t a lot of, ‘Wow, that 
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was awesome,” he said. “But I’ll take 
vanilla if you play good.” 

McNeil ended the series with a 3-for- 
4 day with two runs and two steals. He 
is batting .667 (10-for-15) over his last 
five games and now has a batting aver- 
age of .359 for the season. 

“I’m feeling good, feeling really 
confident,” McNeil said. “I’m seeing 
[the ball] well, recognizing pitches and 
putting good swings on it ... | got a few 
[stolen bases] a few hits. Just wreaking 
havoc on the base paths — it’s what I’m 
supposed to do.”

A 4-0 singles lead by Unden was cut 
short when the match was called early, 
as it could not compensate for losses to 
Cantlay 6-0, 6-3, Jeczmionka 6-0, 6-1 
and Willems 6-4, 6-1.

Miller 
saw only five at-bats in 2012, but in 2013 
he has been a reliable backup to Hutting 
and a consistent starter on Saturdays. 

“If you need a guy that is going to 
know the signs, if you need a guy that 
is going to handle the ball, if you need 
a guy that understands systems, Zach 
[Miller] is that guy,” Buckley said. 
“Tough, mentally strong, maybe not the 
best tools around but still is going to be 
there every single day for you.”

Ona typical day at Blair Field, Miller 
will be seen next to Hutting, offering 
instruction, joking around or maybe 
doing a bit of light hazing. 

“T get hazed a little bit by him, every 
day I mean,” Hutting said. “It’s all in 
good fun, and I know he has the best 
intentions, and he just tries to get me 
better every day.” 

Hutting said one of the jokes he en- 
dures involves a slight hitch in his de- 
fensive technique. 

“When we’re doing our drills,’ he 
said, “they kind of have a thing where 
I’m a boxer because sometimes I don’t 
get under pitches, so it’s like I’m boxing 
at the ball.” 

The Dirtbags may not make freshmen 
dress up in drag or wear costumes on 
road trips like MLB veterans make rook- 
ies do, but the team atmosphere is simi- 
lar.

Hutting has been around baseball. his 


entire life. His family tree is loaded with 
baseball talent, and his parents didn’t 
waste much time putting a bat in his hands.

Eric Hutting said he still talks to 
Shields somewhat regularly but that his 
main source of guidance has come from 
his older brother, Anthony Hutting, who 
is an outfielder for Cal State Fullerton. 
Eric Hutting said he tries to “emulate 
everything [his brother] does” and that 
playing against him last week was “a 
dream come true.” 

However, _ the 
Hutting brothers 
almost ended up 
on the same team. 
Eric Hutting was 
originally commit- 
ted to play for the 
Titans, but com- 
plications due to a 
coaching change A OTE RE. PLR 
at Fullerton forced 
him to look else- 
where. 

“When [CSUF head coach] Rick 
Vanderhook took over ... they had too 
many recruits, so they cut some guys 
loose,” Buckley said. 

Eric Hutting was one of the guys left 
to find a new school, and Buckley was 
right there to offer a scholarship. 

“We went out and evaluated Eric [Hut- 
ing] and knew that he came from a re- 
ally good baseball family,’ Buckley said. 
Buckley also said that the previous con- 
nection with Tim Hutting and good re- 
views from a scout for the Oakland Athlet- 
ics made it an easy decision to bring him 
to The Beach.

He comes 
out to the field every day with a good at- 
titude. He’s always got energy, and he’s 
one of my role models on this team.” 

Eric Hutting, Miller, Maciel and 
Buckley have all said that over the 
course of the sea- 
son, the senior 
catcher’s influence 
on the freshman 
has become more 
and more apparent. 

“TEric] Hut- 
ting, he’s grown, 
he come a long 
way with Miller,” 
Maciel said. ““He’s 
getting better at 
being vocal, I 
think he’s learning from Miller. He’s 
getting better at receiving the ball. He’s 
turning into an all-around better catch- 
er, and I think as he continues to grow, 
he’s going to be the real deal.” 

Even though Miller is a senior, 
there’s a chance he could be a part of 
the Dirtbags’ dugout for a couple more 
years. Buckley said he is going to try to 
bring Miller back as an undergraduate 
assistant while he finishes his degree. 
He said Miller could be a great addition 
to the staff in the future. 

“He kind of epitomizes what a Dirt- 
bag is,” Buckley said. “He doesn’t come 
from a lot, and he’s had to earn every- 
thing he’s gotten.” 

The hope around Blair Field is that 
Eric Hutting will develop into a similar 
character, a clubhouse leader as well as an 
on-field producer. With him taking a more 
full-time job at the catching position next 
year, it’s certainly possible, especially if 
Miller is still around to light the way.
